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21-10-92 both the Unions submitted their respective 
charter of demands to the employer. That in order to 
decide as to which union should be invited for 
negotiations it was agreed before the Registrar of 
Trade Union on 22-12-95 that secret ballot would be 
held for deciding the representative character of the 
union on certain terms and conditions. That secret 
ballot was on 10-1-96 which shows that CTCW union 
was representative union who could enter into 
negotiations with the employer and arrive at the 
settlement. That on 25-9-96 the union came to known 
from the office of the Conciliation Officer Margao -Goa 
about the proposed signing of the settlement on 
26-9-96 and knowing the contents of the said 
settlement the union vide letter dated 25-5-96 
protested to the Conciliation officer about proposed 
clause regarding agreement Fee of Rs. 500 / - per 
worker. That inspite of protest the settlement was 
signed by the GTCW union with the employer in the 
presence of the Conciliation Officer on 26-9-96 retaining 
the said clause being the clause No. 7 of the settlement 
which reads as follows: 


vide memorandum of Agreement dated 22-12-95 it 
was decided to hold secret ballot to decide the 
majority character of the union and also to decide the 
sole bargaining agency in respect of the matters in any 
of the Industrial dispute of collective nature and that it 
was further agreed that even industrial dispute of 
individual nature of individual workman including 
members of the minority union shall be taken up by the 
majority union for appropriate settlement. The 
employer stated that after taking the secret ballot the 
Registrar of Trade Union by order dated 10-1-96 
declared GTCW union as prosessing the majority 
character. The employer stated that subsequent to the 
said order, negotiations were held and a settlement 
was arrived dated 26-9-96 before the Conciliation 
Officer under Sec. 12- (3 ) of I. D. Act 1947. The employer 
stated that since the said settlement was arrived in the 
conciliation proceeding it is binding on all the 
workmen and therefore the dispute raised by the union 
is bad in law and not maintainable . The employer 
denied that any protest letter was received by them 
from the union . The employer stated that clause 7 
incorporated in the settlement is fair and reasonable 
and no dispute can be raised as the said settlement is 
binding on all the workmen and this tribunal has no 
jurisdiction to hold that the settlement is bad in law 
and notmaintainable . The employer denied that the 14 
workmen who are parties to the present reference are 
entitled to payment of arrears arising out of the 
settlement dated 26-9-96 without being subjected to 
the terms of clause 7 of the General clause of the 
settlement . The employer denied that the workmen are 
entitled to any relief as claimed by the union . 


Clause 7 : That the Management of Arlem Breweries 
Ltd., shall deduct at source a sum of Rs. 500 / - from the 
arrears payable to each worker employed in Arlem 
Breweries Ltd., who is a beneficiary of this settlement 
and the total sum collected shall be remitted by 
cheque to the " Goa Trade & Commercial Workers 
Union " .

That subsequently the employer sought a so called 
authority letter from the member of the union 
authorising the employer to deduct the sum of 
Rs. 500 / - from the arrears payable , for paying to GTCW 
union . That the union resisted the said action of the 
employer and 14 workers of the employer who are the 
members of the union and whose names are mentioned 
in the present reference refused to give the 
authorisation letter to the employer.

4. On the pleadings of the parties issues were 
framed at Exb .
